something {...something factual!

There have been a series of arguments made 
against Lambda's 1992/93 staff in terms of its 
financial, editorial, and management abilities within 
two submissions to Lambda. These letters were 
provided by three 1991/92 Lambda Staff members: 
Craig Sanderson, Paul Topp and Robert Elliott. 
Although, they provided a series of accusations, as 
a whole, they were not fit for publishing because of 
the racist slurs and libelous content of the letters. 




This decision was reached 
after seeking the legal council of a 
lawyer, Charles Conroy. from 
LambdcCs Board of Directors. Fur- 
thermore, in by-law 2, article *f of 
LambdcCs constitution, it states: 
"one should avoid the promotion 
or publication of racist material". 
One of these letters was blatantly 
racist. It was later revised and is 
printed on page 8 of this edition. 
It would have not been printed as 
a contribution because of its jour- 
nalistic value is minimal. How- 
ever, the accusations they made 
cannot go unanswered. 



There are two reasons for in- 
frequent editorials. I consider it 
arrogant and self important to 
assume that members of this com- 
munity have to be subject to what 
essentially remains as a my opin- 
ion. Maximum amount of infor- 
mation. The students of this Uni- 
versity are intelligent individuals 



who can make up their own mind 
when well informed. They do not 
need me nor anybody else to dic- 
tate their views. 

The second reason for not of- 
fering frequent editorials is that it 
is unusual for the editor-in-chief 
or managing editor in any news- 
paper to write editorials. They are 
too busy managing, training peo- 
ple and resolving personal diffi- 
culties, organizational and 
communicational problems. Eve- 
ryday in Lambda it is a crash 
course in crisis management. 
There are numerous communica- 
tion problems arising in a weekly 
bilingual newspaper that on an 
average prints four times the over- 
all content of any other publica- 
tions on campus 

In order to print a 16 page 
paper weekly, the advertising be- 
came a key factor of publishing. 
Especially this year, a record of 
twenty-eight editions will be 
printed. Here are few simple cal- 
culations. It costs approximately 



$800 to print a single edition plus 
adding approximately $600 dol- 
lars In honorariums. The total for 
28 editions will be 39,200, 1,200 
over the SGA student levy. This 
does not even include the cost of 
the paper, computer servicing, 
utilities, darkroom supplies or a 
number of other minor things. By 
the way, we are obligated by the 
constitution to print 18 issues a 
year only. This doesnt make 
Lambda a Blue Chip investment. 
On a contrary, it's a volunteer 
institution. However If you have 
any personal concerns and would 
like to have a look at the books, 
Marie ne Sammon, the Business 
Manager is available to sit down 
with you and answer any con- 
cerns. 

Despite of the supposedly In- 
herent evils of advertising, there 
are some very definite benefits to 
the advertising in Lambda With 
1 5% of the content of the paper as 
advertising, 

LambdahAS given awmy 
over 150 tickets to Sud- 
bury film Society, The 
Second City show, and 

others. 

Who hasn't ordered a 
Topper's Pizza, Sudbury 
Subs, or taken a 1 5% dis- 
count on the bus routes or 
used the 1 5% discount on 
supplies in Plaza 69 or sub- 
scribed to Maclean's and 
the Financial Post. This is 
how any student of the SGA 
gets their money back from 
the investment in Lambda. 
There will be more in the 
near future. Yet these three 
individuals are uncon- 
vinced that these are ben- 
efits. In fact, the arguments 
continued that Lambda has 
deteriorated. 

The unfortunate part 

is that it is a simple disagreement 
on a concept of what a student 
newspaper is and should be. Their 
conception is a heavily opinion- 
ated, frequently screaming edito- 
rially slashing , emotionally 
charged paradigm. Yet, aside from 
the tensions such an approach 
creates, it is not journalism. 

Lambda chose to follow a 
paradigm of responsible Journal- 
ism, based on facts and observa- 
tions emphasizing on informa- 
tion instead of a threatening and 



a degrading tone. It has been a 
proven scientific fact that People 
can not be motivated in a through 
negative reinforcement. I do not 
believe that Lambda wants to re- 
sponsible for demoralizing the 
students body into an apathetic 
state which is rather common at 
other universities. 

There is also the issue of 
management of the volunteers. 
The one idea constantly empha- 
sized is the forcing down of prob- 
lem solving decisions to the low- 
est level possible. This has a dual 
purpose of training and reaching 
personal consensus. Instead of 
enforcing decisions from the top, 
they are solved at the core. This is 
a fundamental and democratic 
way of problem solving and man- 
aging. 

All the junior editors 
know that the work 
must be done. How it is 
done is up to them. 

This is essential for high mo- 
rale creativity and staff relations. 
It Is also very beneficial in recruit- 
ing more volunteers. Yet these 



whole it leads to a position where 
people do not trust each other nor 
anybody else. Just look at Canada. 
As to the personal nature of 
these accusations, the Lauren - 
tian Sexual Harassment manual 
provides a way to recognize har- 
assment by the results It has on 
individuals. It occurs "when such 
conduct has the purpose or effect 
of interfering with an individuals 
work, study or academic perform- 
ance and/or creating a negative 
psychological and emotional en- 
vironment". Furthermore, refer- 
ence should be made to the On- 
tario Human Rights code. In chap- 
ter 53, section 9.1 T , the code 
states that: "harassment means 
engaging in a course of vexatious 
comment or conduct that is 
known, or ought reasonable to be 
known to be unwelcome. " Just 
by being coerced into answering 
these libelous accusations I have 
wasted time which could have 
been effectively used for the im- 
provement of Lambda. 

Hypocritically, these individu- 
als appear to be initiating actions 
that are supposedly aimed at im- 
proving the student life. The op- 
posite is true. While they are set 
up on personally harassing the

three individuals chose to ignore 
this staff and continue their base 
accusations. 

Clearly, the aim of these ac- 
cusations is to instigate political 
mayhem and personally benefit 
from the fragmentation of the stu- 
dent body. It is a particularly 
crass political maneuver to use 
the differences between groups 
and individuals. By exploiting 
their differences you make your- 
self the hero and champion of the 
central oppressing power. As a

Ten Tips For Students in 
Dealing With Sexual Harass- 
ment and Sexist Profs 

Carleton University's Women's Centre 

1) Document what a professor has said or done in class or a meeting, 
immediately after the incident is still in your mind, this way you can 
decide whether or not if you want to lodge a formal complaint. 

2) See if other students found what the professor did as offensive. 
Groups often have more strength than individuals. 

3) Speak out in class if a professor says something racist, sexist, 
homophobic, or otherwise generally offensive. 

4) Go see the professor after the incident, take a friend if you feel 
uncomfortable. If you meet with the professor you do not have to meet 
alone and you can insist on leaving the door open. 

5) Sit in on some other class when looking for future courses, get to 
know the professors, and their teaching styles. 

6) Form a small group and perhaps you can pressure the department 
or individual professor to be more accountable to students in terms 
of their curriculum. 

7) Discuss problems with your New University Government, they are 
responsible to act on your behalf. 

8) Write letters to your Dean or to the Department Chair, let them 
know your situation and your concerns with certain professors. 

9) Lodge a complaint with the faculty in which the course is taught, 
nothing can be done if there are no formal records. 

10) Talk to someone about what has happened, there is always 
someone there to listen.

THE NEED FOR BILL 40 IN THE 
PROVINCE OF ONTARIO

Last night was a dark day 
for the province of Ontario. The 
reason? The passage of the hor- 
rendous Ontario Labour Law oth- 
erwise known as Bill- 40. These are 
amendments to the Ontario La- 
bour Relations Act, which are pro- 
labour and anti-bussiness. This 
act does nothing to promote job 
creation or investment security, 
but threatens to discourage new 
investment and the expansion of 
established business. This bill 
could indirectly hurt the very peo- 
ple it is designed to help because 
some business leaders, instead of 
putting up with this legislation, 
will move their operations out of 
the province. 

This act is designed to ban 
the use of replacement workers 
during strikes and lockouts, for- 
bid workers in a striking bargain- 
ing unit from crossing the picket 
line, allow managment and other 
non-unionized workers from do- 
ing strike work, make it easier to 
unionize, provide striking employ- 
ees with third party property for 
picketing purposes, and broaden 



the appointed labour relations 
board. These are only the most 
blatently pro- union changes in 
Bill-40. It also shows us exactly 
who is running Queen's Park, Pre- 
miere Bob Rae or the president of 
the Canadian Labour Congress, 
Bob White. The answer to that is 
simple. Bob White is running the 
province, at least he is behind this 
piece of legislation. 

The Progressive Conserva- 
tive Party of Ontario did a survey 
of its membership and 70% of the 
respondents listed the economy 
and job creation as the most im- 
portant issues facing Ontario, and 
72% said that labour law reform 
was the least important priority. 

The NDP have exaggerated 
the truth when it comes to the 
passing of this legislature because 
according to them they have made 
22 changes to the legislature from 
earlier discussions. Well that's not 
true because the legislation passed 
last night was almost fully intact, 
any changes being only cosmetic. 
This is the result of not listening 
to the legitimate concerns of the 
average citizen, which the NDP 



claim to represent. The NDP claim 
these changes will reflect legisla- 
tion allready in effect across North 
America, well think again. This 
legislation is the first of its kind in 
North America and it certainly 
will not help our economy be- 
cause it will not attract investors 
to our great province. The govern- 
ment also claims it held genuine 
consultations before tabling this 
legislation, but it asked every un- 
ion and labour organization but 
failed to consult with the busi- 
ness community. Therefore, they 
lied about this fact. 

The question should be are 
you in favor of this type of legisla- 
tion that could be a hinderance on 
the business you open after gradu- 
ation or later in life? If anything, 
we. as the future generation of 
Ontario should register our dis- 
approval with the premiere's of- 
fice, Pink Floyd's office. Shelly 
Martel's office and Sharon 
Murdock's office. This should 
make them realize that this legis- 
lation will lead to their downfall in 
1994.

Peel open their glossy cov- 
ers and you enter an alternate 
universe, a fourth dimension most 
often glimpsed through beer com- 
mercials and daytime television. 
It is a world where students, well- 
groomed and grinning, are dis- 
tracted only by a vast array of 
consumer products as they march 
steadfast along their tree- lined 
Career Paths, making the Right 
Decisions because they Know 
Their Options. 

When they're not busy charting 
their futures, these campus deni- 
zens are out doing Interesting 
Things: taking trips (sans chemi- 
cals) to exotic and rugged locales, 
making surprising sums of money 
running small businesses, or dis- 
playing their golden (always 
golden) bodies, encased in the lat- 
est career- conscious fashions, to 
members of the opposite (always 
opposite) sex. While wearing con- 
doms, of course. 

Welcome to the wartless world of 
Campus Canada and Looking Up, 
Canada' full- color "student" maga- 
zines. In case you haven't guessed, 
neither is owned nor operated by 
any actual students. 
For undergrads, reading Campus 



Canada and Looking Up is not 
unlike the experience prisoners of 
war must undergo while watching 
Hogan's Heroes reruns. 
Before your very eyes, you are 
transformed into a lurid sitcom- 
likeness of the Typical Canadian 
Student and then told in clumsy 
and imperious prose exactly what 
is supposed to be important in 
your life. It is a world stripped of 
conflict, tragedy, injustice, in- 
equality! unless it is in the proc- 
ess of being solved by eager young 
altruists), or any of the 
countercultural eruptions or gap- 
ing frustrations that might make 
being young in Canada in the 
Nineties something actually worth 
reading about. 

But if these publications are at- 
tuned to students without souls, 
they themselves are something 
even worse: they are magazines 
without journalists. 
They are part of that quintessen- 
tial phenomenon of our time, the 
advertorial magazine, where ad- 
vertising and editorial material 
are virtually one in the same. 
Operating on the sole precept of 
providing maximum satisfaction 
to their advertisers, the two maga- 
zines have no use for critical or 
creative journalism. 
Which would make them little

more than a slick annoyance, if it 
weren't for the real threat they 
pose to one of the few sources of 
critical and creative journalism 
that actually exists in Canada. To 
the students who own and run 
university newspapers, Campus 
Canada and Looking Up are much 
more than throwaway chintz. In 
fact, it turns out they are down- 
right adversarial advertorials. 
Strolling across the University of 
Manitoba campus one day almost 
two years ago, Alayne Armstrong 
nonchalantly grabbed a copy of 
Campus Canada from a pile. As 
entertainment editor of the 
Manitoban, she made a point of 
reading everything she could get 
her hands on. 

Flipping through it, she was 
stunned to discover an article on 
the Rocky Horror Picture Show - 
lifted directly fro the pages of the 
Manitoba. 

They hadn't bothered to ask us 
permission," Armstrong said in a 
recent telephone interview. "I was 
very angry." 

Some weeks later, Armstrong 
spoke to the editor of Campus 
Canada. "She basically said they 
had the right to print anything 
they wanted from anywhere they 
wanted," Armstrong remembers, 
"and we should be pleased that 
they picked our 
stuff. She actu- 
ally said ~You 
should be flat- 
tered that we did 
this.'" 

This is not an 
isolated inci- 
dent. On at least 
one other occa- 
sion, Armstrong 
saw Manitoban 
material appear 
in glossy maga- 
zines. Other 
newspapers 
have had simi- 
lar experiences. 
The McGill Daily 
was forced to 
change its copy- 
right policy two 
years after dis- 
covering their 
writers' articles 
appearing, with- 
out permission, 
in Looking Up. 
Editors of the 
University of To- 
ronto Varsity 
have had their 
photos repro- 
duced. And writ- 
ers from literally 
dozens of papers 
have seen their 



stories paraphrased weeks later, 
without permission, in either of 
the two glossies. And they are 
rarely flattered. 

This partly because of the com- 
pany their articles are forced to 
keep. Both magazines regularly 
obfuscate the border between ads 
and articles. A "news" article in a 
recent Campus Canada, for ex- 
ample , contains the unlikely 
phrase "Bauer Precision In-Line 
Skates can provide a fun and ben- 
eficial workout. ** Afewpages later, 
a lavish full-page ad appears for 
guess whose skates. In the latest 
Looking Up, an article which prom- 
ises a "snapshot" of the affordable 
computer market names the prod- 
ucts of only two companies - Ap- 
ple and Hewlett Packard - embel- 
lishing them with adjectives like 
"snazzy" and "affordable". 
As it happens, there are only two 
companies which regularly ad- 
vertise computer products in Look- 
ing Up. 

It gets worse. Both magazines 
regularly run material where 
you're left wondering whether 
you Ve just read paid advertising, 
gratuitous endorsement or some 
combination thereof. This is fur- 
ther complicated by the fact that 
both magazines run "articles" pro- 
moting their own products (Look- 
ing Up's publishers also import 
career-help books from south of 
the border; Campus Canada's 
run product-promotion "cara- 
vans".) Needless to say, neither 
has ever published anything that 
could even obliquely offend an 
advertiser. 

To understand the rude reaction 
they have received from student 
journalists, you have to under- 
stand the long-established tradi- 
tions of Canada's student press, 
which is probably the most finan- 
cially and politically independent 
of its kind in the world. 
Canadian students have been 
putting out their own newspapers 
for over a century - and have 
spent much of that time building 
up both editorial autonomy and 
an advertising market. There are 
a few things student journalists 
like to argue about more than 
principles. Even if the paper is 
sloppy, sophomoric and dull, its 
editors will spend days - months - 
engaged in arguments with other 
editors over journalistic princi- 
ples. 

In Canada, there is a strongly 
established tradition of newspa- 
pers fighting, often physically, to 
maintain their principles - to stay 
independent of the student un- 
ion, for example, or to keep au- 
thorities from controlling the con-

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tent of their papers. Over the 
years, volunteer staff have barri- 
caded offices, tackled police and 
gathered in demonstrations to 
maintain their publishing inde- 
pendence. 

But beneath this patina of quix- 
otic obstinacy lies an almost im- 
possibly fragile organization. 
Without permanent editorial 
stalls, the papers are constantly 
pulling themselves up by the boot- 
laces as their editors and volun- 
teer staffs successively re-learn 
their skills and then graduate. 
Most papers are tiny non-profit 
organizations with budgets barely 
above the cost of printing. They 
get base funds from tuition levies- 
and the rest has to come from 
selling ads. 

In short, student papers are vul- 
nerable to sudden reductions in 
advertising revenue. And many 
student press business managers 
fear that magazines like Campus 
Canada and Looking Up are cut- 
ting thick slices out of their own 
advertising pie. 

There is at least some truth to 
this, says Chuck Kirkham. As 
executive manager of the student- 
owned ad sales company Campus 
Plus, Kirkham handles national 
advertising for 60 student papers. 
He warns that an even more seri- 
ous threat comes from direct mar- 
keting, where advertisers skip 
print media entirely and instead 
sell their products on campus. 
Nonetheless, he is able to list a 
number of major advertisers who 
have abandoned the student press 
for the glossy magazines. 
"Student newspapers really built 
the student advertising market. 
Now other companies are able to 
take advantage of the fact that 
there is a market out there," he 
says. 

The founders of Campus Canada 
and Looking Up never anticipated 
how seriously students take their 
papers. They were simply entre- 
preneurs, after all, who saw a 
relatively open market in adver- 
tising on campuses. How could 
they have known that the market 
had been created, nurtured and 
tightiy held by students? 
Speaking from his office in To- 
ronto, Campus Canada publisher 
Kim Locke sounds like he is genu- 
inely bewildered by it all, "I don't 
know," he says, when asked why 
some campuses, including York 
University, refuse to distribute his 
magazine. "I hope we can rectify 
it; we're trying to find a solution to 
it. I wish I knew why a school 
such as York would have such 
difficulty with us." 
As far as Locke is concerned, stu- 
dents really should be grateful for 
Campus Canada. "People sit back 
and say/well youVe never put 
anything back,'" he says. "Well, 
you know, that's not true." 
He then lists the things he's given 
students: donations to campus 
athletics, paycheques to the stu- 
dents who distribute his maga- 
zine, and - most exciting - the 
more than $50,000 in prizes stu- 
dents have won during the past 
two years, "which include type- 
writers, stereos, and in-line 
skates." 

Locke doesn't even refer to Cam- 
pus Canada as a magazine in 
conversation. Rather, it's a "vehi- 
cle."

SGA Report - Board Gets Feedback on L.U.'s Musi- 
cal Tastes

Discussion was short at Tues- 
day, November 3rd*s SGA Board 
meeting. Among topics discussed at 
the seventh regular meeting were 
Sudbury Transit's plans for the Via 
Paris bus route, a possible ski trip to 
Searchmont ski resort and a new 
scholarship being established in the 
memory of Terri McMillan. 

The first topic discussed by 
the Board at Tuesday night's meeting 
was Sudbury Transit's plans to add 
more buses to the regular Via Paris 
route that runs Monday to Friday. 
The new buses would run at 9:25 pm 
and 10:05 pm. As well, the transit 
system is considering running a Via 
Paris bus at 8:25 pm. These buses 
will be a use-it-or-lose-it service. 
Therefore, if there is not enough in- 
terest shown by students the buses 
will be canceled. 

Another topic discussed at the 
meeting was the scholarship that the 
S.G.A. is establishing in the name of 
Terri McMillan. Terri McMillan was 
a former student of Laurentian Uni- 
versity, who died in a car accident in 
June of this year. Terri was very 
active in extra-curricular activities, 
especially the S.G.A. as a former 
Vice-President. Itis the SGA's inten- 
tion to honor her work for the S .G. A. 
and her participation in the school by 
offering a scholarship in her name. 
The criteria for the scholarship will 
be that the student must be an SGA 
member, have an average above 60% 
and the student must be involved in 



politics. The amount of the scholar- 
ship will likely be $2000 and it will 
run for ten years. The S.G.A. is do- 
nating $5000 to the scholarship fund 
and is asking other residence and 
college councils and student associa- 
tions to make donations. As well, 
personal donations will be accepted 
to the fund. 

The S.G.A. is planning to put 
together a ski trip for the date of 
Friday, December 4th. Plans are still 
tentative and the Board is looking 
into the cost. If plans go through a bus 
would take students to Searchmont 
ski resort near Sault St Marie. De- 
tails have not been worked out, but it 
may be a day trip or a weekend trip 
depending on cost. 

Another detail covered at the 
meeting was the recognition of the 
Rotaract Club as an official S.G.A. 
student organization. A motion was 
carried unanimously mat Rotaract 
should be given official status. Dis- 
cussion preceding the motion in- 
volved the Rotaract representative, 
Anthony Delabbio, being asked what 
Rotaract* s intentions for the Univer- 
sity community were. Anthony re- 
plied that his organization was dedi- 
cated to ensuring that students come 
away from the University experience 
with more than just a degree. His 
organization would work to get Uni- 
versity students to become more in- 
volved in their community. 

Simon Chapelle, V.P. Exter- 
nal, was recognized at the meeting 
for his work getting the protest to- 



gether, against late exam schedules. 
The Board members agreed that the 
protest at the Registrar's Office was 
very successful. Exam schedules ap- 
peared on November 1st, contrary to 
previous reports that it would be mid- 
November before L.U. students re- 
ceived a schedule. 

Finally, the last topic covered 
at the meeting was a discussion 
centering on the S.G.A. choice of 
bands to present to the student popu- 
lation. Jodi Emmerton, S.S.R. Rep., 
suggested that the S.G.A. often 
chooses bands that are hard rock, 
when that may not be what the Uni- 
versity community is interested in, 
especially considering the low at- 
tendance at past S.G.A. sponsored 
concerts. 

Terry Thurlow, V.P. of Serv- 
ices advised that some of the more 
popular bands are too expensive for 
the S.G.A. to present. Terry informed 
the Board that in the past the Tragi- 
cally Hip were brought to Laurentian 
by the SGA for $2500. However, the 
cost now for that band is $20,000. 
Therefore, the S.G.A. is limited in 
what kind of entertainment that is 
available to it. There was discussion 
of a survey that was done by the 
S.G.A. executive last year regarding 
bands that Laurentian students are 
interested in, including the prices they 
were willing to pay. The S.G.A. ex- 
ecutive ended the meeting by encour- 
aging more feedback from Board 
members on S.G.A. events and serv- 
ices.

It was an in- 
tense game fought before a sub- 
stantial crowd at Ben Avery, the 
first half resulting in a deceiving 
32-32 tie. The big (non)factor of 
the half? Hate to say it, but Norm 
Hann went 2 for 1 1... 1 for 9 from 
the three -point range.
